His Heroic Rescue of Patients 
From a Burning Asylum. 


Destruction of the DLlinois Southern 
Hospital for the Insane by Fire. 


ANNA, ILL., April 19.—A fire broke out in 
the bath room on the fourth floor of the 
north wing of the Illinois Southern Hospital 
for the Insane, located at this place, at 11:50 
last night. After getting out the patients an 
effort was made to stay the progress of the 
fire, but as the building had a mansard roof 
it was notuntil the center of the building 
was reached that by the almost superhuman 
efforts of the employes and citizens tne fire 
was mastered. Three patients were discov- 
eredin aroomin the second story of the 
north wing entirely surrounded by fire. The 


throng upon the ground wit- 
nessed their frantic efforts to

WITH BREATHLESS EXCITEMENT. 
Finally a ladder was procured and placed 
near the window ofthe room. Although the 
flames coiled around the ladder, three men 
Started up, but were forced by the heat to re- 
treat. One gallant fellow named Grace 
ran up the ladder, thrust an. axe _ into 
the window and commanded the colored 


patient named Nelson to cut his way out. He 
simply threw the ax away. Again it Was 
given him and the crowd below as with one 
voice yelled to bimtocut the grating loose. 
This time he did it and escaped. Mr. Grace 
again showed his courage Dv reascending the 
ladder and going into the room now 
ABLAZE WITH FLAMES 

in every direction, and after’ a hand-to. hand 
struggle with a patient named McClellan,who 
was nearly dead from heat, but desperately 
determined to stay in his room, Grace forced 
him headlong through the window, and par- 
ties outside caught him. Mr. Grace inhaled 
the heatand suffered intensely afterwards, 
but is notin danger. A patient from Monroe 
county, named N.Ferkle,was burned to death. 
These patients were all taken from their cells, 
but in some way wandered back. Three fire 
companies from Cairo arrived at 6:30 and are 
working upon the ruins. The superinten- 
tendent, Dr. Wardner, is in Ohicago 
on business. The loss is estimated at $150,- 
000. Only the patient Ferkle is missing.

RAILROAD STRIKE. 


The Platform Men at Louisville, Ky., 
Quit Work. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 19.—The strike 
among the railroad platform laborers is on 
the increase, and to-day hands doing plat- 
form work for the O. and M.eroad have joined 
inthe demands for increased wages. This 
was brought about by the other strikers, 
who, backed by the amalgated Union, 
are determined to hold out for 
their demands, and are working for a 
general strike among the platform 
hands of roads touching at this point. The 
Ohio and Mississippi road refused to accede 
to theri demands and they stopped work. 
There are about fifteen in number. The 
hands at the J. M. & I. road were .waited on 
by a committee from the strikers, which re- 
sulted in those working on the Main street 
side, twenty in number, making an applica- 
tion for the advance asked by the strikers. 
Mr. Hubbell, Local Freight Agent ofthe road, 
told them to continue work till noon, and in 
the meantime he would see what could °be 
done for them. This they agreed to 
do, and at noon they were infoi.ned 
the J. M. and I. would pav as much as any of 


the other roads, and under that assurance the 
men concluded to work. If the strikers are 
successful in their efforts for araise, the J. 
M. and I. men willalso get the benefit of the in- 
crease. They are a small body and cannot aid 
materially in this strike, and their continuing 
work will have little bearing on the issues be- 
tween the strikers and the roads. At 
the L. and N. road nearly all of the old plat- 
form hands have quit work, but the 
road has managed to findafair supply 
of men to dothe work. Being green, how- 
ever, they cannot work near as fast, nor do 
the work as well as the old hands. The usual 
number of hands employed about the plat- 
forms of the L.and N., not including the 
Union forces, is between 75 and 100. There 
are at work now on the platforms sixty men. 
Yesterday tifty negroes from different points 
between here and Nashvile, and some lower 
down the road, arrived. They would not go 
to work, however, saying if they “had known 
the strikers had done quit’’ they would not 
have come.

Foster to- 
day commutéd the death sentence of Conrad 
Reutebuch, who wasto have been hung in 
Sidney next Friday, to imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary for life. | 


THE CRIME. 

On Tuesday, Apri’ 6, 1880, when the local 
freight train onthe Bee Line Railroad left 
Sidney going west in charge of Conductor 
Dennis Murphy, a rough looking customer 
was seen to take his position on the rear plat- 
form of the passenger caboose, evidently 
with the intention oof stealing a 
ride. This was at a period when 
tramps had become so audacious 
as to frequently beat their way through on 
trains in spite of the conductors and crews, 
and in several instances they even appeared 
in such numbers as to take possession of 
trains and run them at their own sweet will 
until they reached their destination or were 
captured by a superior force. Conductor Mur- 
ply made his usual trip through the caboose 

ollecting the fares and tickets of the 
few passengers on board and opening the 
door discovered the seedy stranger sitting 
upon the steps. Tappmg him upon the 
shoulder to attract his attention the conduc- 
tor remarked. 

‘Tickets, please !”’ 

‘‘Haven’t any ticket,” growled the ugly 
customer. 

“To where do you wish to go?’ asked 
Murphy. 

“To Union City.” 

“Then the fare is one dollar and five cents.” 

‘Thave no dollar and tive cents for you, 
and be d——d to you.” 

The conductor then informed him that he 
must leave the train when they reached Har- 
din, the next station, to which he finally 
agreed. When the train reached Hardin he 
got off, but immediately attempted to. regain 
bis perch when the train pulled out. Murphy 
informed him in a firm but gentlemanly man- 
ner that he could not expect to ride further 
without either ticket or money. He still 
-struggled to get on, however, and by the 
time the train had reached a fair rate of 
speed he had secured a place on the platform 
in spite of the exertions of the conductor. 
Murphy at once signalled for the train to be 
stopped, which excited the indignation 
of the rowdy, who at once ap- 

lied the tram tactics, which 

e had probably found successful On previous 
occasions, and defied the conductor to force 
him. In addition he applied most insultin 
epithets to Murphy who, however controllec 
his temper. When the train slacked tbe 
stranger made a virtue of necessity, however, 
and jumped off, while Murphy cautioned his 
passengers to look out for him, as was a hard 
looking customer and would probably hurl a 
stone or fire a pistol asthe cars moved off. 
The warning was scarcely given when the re- 
port of a revolver came from where the scoun- 
dre] stood and a ball went crashing throuch 
the car and into the head of a passenger, Mr. 
Joseph M. Lehmun, a very estimable citizen 
of Quincy, OQ. Mr. Lebman was

The 
young man received his sentence with stolid 
indifference, even making merry as he left 
the court room by laughingly drawing his 
hand across his throat in a pantomimic illus- 
tration of his fate. Reutebuch is now only 
36 years old, but his life has been rough and 
reckless in the extreme. 

During his imprisonment he improved 
wonderfullyin manners, spending much of 
his time in reading. He was a fine man 
physically, and when well dressed had not 
the appearance of aman who would doa 
desperate deed. He appears to have no 
friends of long-standing to take an interest in 
his fate. He was formerly married, but bis 
wife and child died before the perpetration

THE HAMLET OF PRINCES. 


Louis Il. of Bavaria—His Remarkable 
Ececentricities. 
Frow tne London World. 


Endowed with the grace and personal 
beauty of an Apollo, raised in early youth to 
one of the most ancient of European thrones, 
Louis Il. of Bavaria 1s a Sonderling among 
mouarchs as heis a Sonderling among men. 
His very existence is almost as mythical to 
his subjects as that of the fabled King Arthur 
of English history. Without ever conde- 
scending to court public favor at the sacrifice 
of bis own personal inclinations, convenience, 
or pleasure, the Bavarian King has retained 
the effection and loyalty of subjects few of 
whom have ever caught a glimpse of his per- 
son, and at the same time main- 
tained for his little kingdom a degree 
of independence which few of the smaller 

‘Teutonic principalities have been able to se- 
cure under the mighty shadow of German 
imperialism. He was still a mere boy when 
he succeeded bis dissolute and self-indulgent 
grandfather, who will be known to posterity 
chiefly by the senile folly which made him the 
laughing-stock of Europe as the protector of 
the Spanish dancer, Lola Montez, whose por- 
trait, with something of the beaute du diable 
closes the long line of court beauties anc 
favorites in the picture gallery of the 
Koniqschloss at Munich. Perhaps it was be- 
cause royalty had been thus degraded by his 

redecessor that the young King of Bavaria 
daglayed from the earliest days of his reign a 
morbid sensitiveness which made him shrink 
from the gaze of his subjects, and withdraw 
himself into an ideal life, framed on the 
model of the most magnificent of French 
sovereigns, where art and poetry and music 
were the companionsof his solitude; or at 
other times retire mto the remote wilds of 
the Bavarian Tyrol, and five for wecls the 
rude life of a mountain hunter, coming back 
at night with buta single companion toa 
reugh chalet simple as a peasant’s home. ~~ 

The young King is at once a misanthrope 
anda woman-hater. No story of a royal 
liaison has ever gratified the lovers of court 
scandal. Marriage has been urged upon him 
repeated!y in the interests of his dynasty. 
And though he has once ortwice been Brau- 
tigam, and photographs of the royal pair have 
appeared in the shop windows of Munich, yet 
at the last moment the arrangements have 
been broken off and the marriage abandoned. 
Numerous anecdotes of the King’s eccentricity 
are currert in Munich society. He has caused 
to be erected at an immense cost on the roof 
of the royal palac2 of his capital a magnifi- 
cent garden enclosed with glass. It is filled 
with rare tropical plants and flowers, and 
contains evenatiny lake. Here, at night 
the scene lit up with a a soft, subdued 
briiliance, the king will float in a miniature 


' gdndola, and listen to the voices of the court 


singers, hidden among the foliage to complete 
the illusions in which he loves to dream away 
his life. Once he conceived the idea of hav- 
ing one of Moliere’s comedies represent- 
ed before him by the young ladies of a can- 
vent pension. Several weeks were spent in 
rehearsals and costly arrangements made to 
present the picce in a manner worthy ofthe 
royalcommand; butonthe very evening of 
the intended performance it occurred to the 
king that he might be the cynosure of curious 
young eyes, and at the last moment the play 
was countermanded. Many years ago ite was 
induced to review the garrison of Munich, 
uiassed on the great plain outside the city, 
npon which looks down the colossal bronze 
statue of Bavaria. Splendidly mounted he 
rode hurriedly pastthe front, andthen, asif 
shrinking from the gaze of his soldiers, he 
put spurs to his horse, and attended only by 
iis aid-de-camp galloped away, leaving his 
troops to defile before lis minister of war and 
the generals of his stuff. Now and then he 
will appear at the Court Theater. Weremem- 
ber ten years ago to have seen him there 
on one of these very rare occasions, 
almost hidden in the demi-obscurity of the 
royal box, when he came to witness one of the 
wonderful impersonations ofthe great Bava- 
rian tragedienne, Clara Ziegler. The accla- 
mations of the house forcted him to come for- 
ward, and bow for several moments his ac- 
knowledgements to his loyal subjects. There 
he stood, evidently shrinking from the notice 
he had attracted, a form’ of noble and kingly 
beauty. Tall and graceful ia figure, he might 
have served as amodel for a youthful god. The 
waving brown hair feil back in rieh curls from 
un alabaster forehead of commanding breadth 

.and power. The deep blue eyes were full ofa 
mingled poetry and tenderness and fire; but 
in the lines of the mouth could yet be observed 
a certain sternness and determination which 
go far to expiain seemingly contradictory 
traitsinthe character of this eccentric sover- 
eign. The curtaén had not fallen between the 
acts before he had retired hurriedly into the 
antechamber of his box, in evident dread of 
being gazed upon by the house. Occasionally 
he will command a representation, especially 
of new pieces, at which he will assist in lonely 
ecrandeur as the solitary spectator. 

Indeed, royalty in Munich is practieally 
represented by the Queen-mother—an elderly 
lady of almost bowryeois simplicity, who may 
be met any fine afternoon in the streets ofthe 
capital, followed at ashortdistance by a cou- 
ple of court lackevs. The foot passengers sa- 
lute her with cordial respect, and carriazes— 
by some unwritten lawor Bavarian court eti- 
quette—stop as she passes. Or she may be 
shoppingin her carriage in the dusk of a 

’ winter’s evening, attended as she leaves each 
establishment by its bare-headed proprietor, 
with acouple of lighted wax-candles in his 

~hands. The -actual monarch, leaving the 
prose of nineteenth century institutions of 
reformed and constitutional monarchies, 
where the sovereign is more or less the mere 
figure-head of a responsiblepoptwar ministry, 
lives an existence of ideal royaity modeled on 
that of Louis XIV. His chateaux and 
his palaces are furnished and adorned 
With <a minute exactness, after 
the costly models left behind 
him by that most magnificent of monarchs, 
The createst artists and sculptors of Bavaria 
and of Italy are constantly employed on these 
works of reproduction. As the French Louis 
had a Moliere to add the embellishments of 
literature to the other splendors of his reica, 
so tbe Bavarian Louis has a Wagner. His 
ampition is that his reign shall be celebrated 
by splendid patronage bestowed on «a new 
master of melody, Whom he believes destined 
to rivel, if not eclipse, the vyreat and immortal 
composers Whose musical productions are 
xraven imperishably on the hearts of each 
suceecding generation. That those of the 
vew genius Whom the King delights to hon- 
or, scems to many hearers todemanda special 
faculty of musical comprehension, and aspe- 
cial training to appreciate the strange weird- 
ness whigh distinguishes them, only seems to 
impel the royal patron to almost superhuman 
efforts to foree his rotege upon 
the popular taste. For years he has been en- 
vavcd-in the erection at Bavreuth of acolos- 
ca theater, which is designed to be the 
npotheosis ef Wagner’s genius. Here will 
his operas be produced by the most famous 
musicinns of an-eminently musical nation,

and care will be taken that they shall be per- 

formed only before sympathetic audiences, 

who believe in the new gospel of music as 

| propounded by dts latest prophet, Wagner. 
; Though these are the passions of the you 
monarch’s life—though the desire to mode 
his royal career after an original of almost 
Orieutal magnificence and patriarchal sim- 
plicity, where he would be the fountain of 
wealth and honor,the munificent patron of 
art, the sole rewarder of the good, and 
punisher of the bad, has no doubt received 
many a rude and chilling shock before the 
prosaic restraints of a constitutional monar- 
chy like that of Bavaria, overawed as it is by 
the threatening battalions of imperial Ger- 
many, he has yet shown a firmness of charac- 
ter and an independence in which some more 
matter-of-fact among his brother sovereigns 
have been wanting. He has insisted on re- 
taining his own post and telegraph system. 
His bust, crowned with a laurel like a modern 
Cesar, and not the imperial double eagle, 
appears, stillon the Bavarian briefmarcken; 
though he has been forced of late years, like 
the other petty sovereigns of Germany, to 
that sign of vassalage, the merging of his 
coinage in the imperial marck. 

The King of Bavaria is a strange psycholog- 
ical study. A very Hamlet among Princes, he 
seems, while the sovereign of one of the most 
prosaic people m Europe, to be living in a 
dreamland of imaginary royalty as far remov- 
ed from the actualities of his every-day exist- 
ence asthe distant ages of feudalism. He 
was the only sovereign who did not personally 
head his armiesinthe field in the stirring 
camvaigns of 1870. No one charged him with 
cowardice or want of patriotic feeling. His 
soldiers often bore the brunt of the battle, and 
returned to his capital full of glory; once in 
charge of two thousand French prisoners 
about to be interred In a Bavurian fortress. 
The victors were feted by the city, thanked 
and substantiady rewarded by the Queen- 
mother, who received them in ome of the 
stately galleries of the palace But the King 
was not there. Perhaps, if these simple 
peasant soldiers had ever heard of Olympus, 
they might have thought it as unreasonable 
that the gods should descend from their se- 
rene heights to mingle in the combats of 
mortals, as that their hero king should leave 
the dreamland of Louis XIV. and the incom- 
prehensible strains of Wagner to be soiled in 
the dust and blood-stained combats where 
Frank struggled in vain with Teuton for the 
mastery. 


CHOKED IN A CAVE. 


The Painful Upshot of a Pleasure 
Party in Mexico. 
Correspondence of the New York World. 

The “Ord picnic,’? or more properly the ex- 
pedition to the cave of Cacahuamilpain honor 
of Gen. Ord, proved not only a failure as re- 
gards pleasure, but almost fatal to several 
persons. 

Senor Carlos Quaglia, Governor of Morelos, 
had ordered a banquet to be prepared inthat 
portion of the grotto which beurs the name of 
“The Organ Saion’’ on account of the stalac- 
tities which have there assumed the form of an 
organ. The place was illuminated by electric 
lights, yet there were also many torches of re- 
sinous wood burning. The elite, who num- 
bered perhaps ninety persons (there were 
also agreat many servants) occupied the or- 
gan salon. In close proximity were placed 
several shelter teuts forthe tadies and chil- 
drentosleep in. These were fiiled with 
sleepers, and along one side of the ban- 
queting hall many gentlemen were 
lying on mattrasses, mats or blankets. A few 
of the more animated guests lingered over 
the table until 2 o’clock in the morning, and 
were chatting when Gov. Quaglia fainted. 
All efforts to restore him to consciousness 
seemed futile. While he remained in this 
condition some ladies complained of illness, 
others were asphyxiated, and a gentleman 
suggested that all this might be due to me- 
phiticexbalations. Mothers at once hastened 
to their children, and finding some ina stu- 
por comprehended the danger. A panic 
ensued. Gen. Diaz ordered an instant re- 
treat from the grotto. Gen. Ord and others 
instructed the soldiers to carry out the ladies 
and children. FEa-Gov. Romero Vargas aid- 
ed Senor Mariscal, minister of foreign rela- 
tions, to scramble over the rocks. In fact, all 
who had strength assisted those who were 
asphyxiated, and every person was removed 
toa purer atmosphere. Some persevared un- 
til they reached the entrance of the cave 
(three miles distant) and threw themselves 
down on the ground, almost exhausted with 
fatigue, but safe. 

The condition of Gov. Qu 
eralalarm. He remained 
hours but is now quite well. 

When the picnic party left Mexico the en- 
tire number, including children and servants, 
was not over 50 persons, but in the villages 
aJong the route many gentlemen witb their 
wives and daughters joined the cavalcade, so 
that when it reached the cave of Cacahuamil- 
pa there were(inclusive of the military guard) 
500 persons who had assembled to welcome 
the distinguished American visitor. 

In addition to the difficulties occasioned by 
carbonic acid gas in the grotto, the party lost 
30 mules and two horses on account of the 
heat and bad roads, and several ladies are yet 
indisposed—more, however, from the fright 
and fatigue than the mephitic vapors of the 
eavern. It is not prebable the “Organ Salon’’ 
of Cacahbuamilpa will ever again be used as a 
banqueting hall or dormitory.

The Woman They Hanged at St. Peters- 
burg and What She Signified. 
Froin the New York Times. 

The Russian authorities seem unwilling to 
assume the responsibility of hanging Sophie 
Pieoffsky. They have just sentenced her to 
death along with Roussakoff, Jeliaboff. and 
other Nihilists concerned in the assassination 
of Alexander II., but they have submfttted 
the sentence to the Czar for confirmation be- 
cause, as they allege, of her noblebirth. The 
real reason probably is that they fear to ex- 
cite the odium of the titled and most influen- 
tial classes by putting herto death. They 
know that many mep and women of high 
birth and social position are among the con- 
spirators, but this unpleasant, formidable 
fact they wish, so far as possible, to hide from 
the Russian public and the world at large. 
Sophie Pieoffsky not only does not ask for 
legal o« timperial clemency; she rejects and 
despises it. She bas emphatically declared 
that she does not want to be treated with mer- 
cy or consideration on account of her sex; 
that she wishes to be regarded exactly as 
if she were a man and of the common people. 
She is audaciously candid; she does not try 
to hide her opinions or her conduct; she 
avows herself a Nihilist of the extreme or- 
der and glories’ in_ it. Such a Wwo- 
man—she is reputed to be as intellectual and 
cultivated as she is resolute and dauntless—is 
far more dangerous to the Imperial family 
thanany of her rank and ealiber can be. 
There are many women like the Pieoffsky in 
the ranks of the terribly society, and their 
energy, activity and jcourage are greatly 
dreaded in St. Petersburg. Not one woman 
has, it ix said, yet been executed for Nihbilism 
in the Czar’s dominions, and the officers of the 
law hesitate to begin with such a woman as 
is now under condemnation at the Capital. 
The Russians have no gallantry as a people. 
The Czar and his cabinet have sent bundreds 
of unfortunate women to Siberia, 
but they are unwilling, on the 
score of policy, to put women 
of rank and prestige to death. Com- 
paratively few of the Russian women are, as 
may be supposed, carefully educated or dis- 
tinctively individual; but when they are so 
they have, from their very rarity, many ad- 
mirers and followers. The Pieoffsky is a con- 
spicuous example of this sort, and whether 
she be right or wrong in her opinions, she is 
supremely in earnest and obeys her convic- 
tions unswervingly. She is said to be a sin- 
cere admirer of Louise Michel, the renowned 
Parisian Communist, and she has, perhaps 
unconsciously, imitated her in asking that 
she shall not be treated with any leniemcy be- 
cause of her sex. Louise Michel, after her 
capture by the Versaillists, begzed that she 
should be shot like aman, as her compan- 
ions in armins had been,and even wrote to Vic- 
od Hugo, imploring him to-intereede with 
the authorities to consent to her execution. 
Sophie Pieoffsky is a heroine of the same 
stamp. She has enlisted in the Nihilist cause 
body and soul, and like so many of her fellow 
conspirators, appears to attach no importance 
to her life in comparison with the furtherance 
of her cause. 


AMERICAN SINGERS. 


An Old Sneer of Which Isn’t 
Heard as It U to Be. , 
From the Utica Observer. 


The old stock sneer of Europe that a 
countsy which produced the buzzard could 
never grow a song bird, is not heard with the 
frequency which marked ‘its use ten years 
ago. During that period more than one 
American woman has gone to Europe with a 
vocal training purely American, and chal- 
lenged favorable ee in the t cities 
of the continent with the Grisis, Luccas and 
Roses of the old world. A private letter from 
one ofthe European capitals furnishes per- 
haps the most striking iilustration of the 
change time has wrought ia foreign estimation 
of our singers yet given. 

A few years ago there was graduated at the 
New England Conservatorylof Music, in Bos- 
ton,ayoung girl possessed ofa remarkably 
sweet wice, a charming face and form, anda 
grace of manner which suggested the highest 
type of womanhood and the choicest, because 
sumplest, formof dramatic art. She wasa 
favorite among her classmates, and the small 
circle of friends who knew her capabilities in- 
dulged hopes of her future which then seemed 
almost wild in their extravagance, yet in the 
light of present facts were smalland mod- 
erate. With no influential family connections 
or wealthy friends she earned a certain sum 
of money, first by teaching music, 
and = then . ss © short engage- 
ment with Theodore Thomas. With this she 
went to Europe, accompanied by her mother, 
and devoted a season to finishing study with 
some of the foremost teachers in Italy. A 
year ago,if we remember aright, she made 
her debut at Milan, the home of the opera. 
Her success was instantaneous—almost be- 
wildering. The critics went into ecstacies 
over her voice and her face; from that mo- 
meut her fortune was made. Aftersinging in 
other cities of Southern Europe she received 
an offer last spring from St. Petersburg to 
appear in the Imperial Opera there. It was 
accepted, aud she made a conquest of the city 
of czars. The Golos declared her to 
be the rarest singer the capital had heard in 
years. She sang, by command, at the court, 
in the presence of the late Czar,and was 
made the guest of one of the Grand Duchesses 
in the palace. She left St. Petersburg a 
week before the assassination to spend a 
summer in Italy, after having signed a con- 
tract to sing as prima donna assoluta at the 
Imperial Opera at St. Petersburg. All 
through this wonderful success Miss Lilian 
Norton bas kept herself absolutely free from 
the noisome breath of scandal, has made no 
slightest attempt to gain the notoriety which 
sO Imapy actresses and singers covet and risk 
much to gain, amd hastraveled and lived in 


modest quiet With her mother, devoted solely | 


toherarc. Like thatof Miss Thursby, an- 
other example of what a spirited and gifted 
American girl can do in competition with the 
divas of Europe, Miss Norton’s phenomenal 
triumph has been purely on the merits of her 
voice and art, and by legitimate means. Back 
of it lie no dubious compromises of reputa- 
tion, no sacrifices of the dignity and delicacy 
of womanhood, no resort to clap-trap or 
bogus sensations. Her laurels belong to all 
thatis honest and fair and feminine in our 
American women. 

We bave cited the achievements of Miss 
Norton and Miss Thursby (and Miss Kellogg 
might with justice be added to the list) to 
show that the days of our dependence upon 
the conceited songstresses of Europe, who 
look upon Americans as semi-barbarians to 
be lied to, sung flat toand generally condemn- 
ed as regards all save their dollars, and upon 
the worse foreign managers of the Strakosch 
and Maretzek stamp, with their vulgar greed, 
their shabby evasions and their cheap tricks 
of free adve rtising—are almost over. It has 
been demonstrated by these women, as by 
the late Jules Perkins and My- 
ron W. Whitney, that American 
voices and American vocal meth- 
ods are capable of rivaling the choicest or- 
gans and art the old world can send us. 
What we still lack of schooling in the final 
stages, conservatories at Boston at Cincinnati 
and the promised academy in New York, will 
soon be able to supply, if indeed it is not al- 
ready offered. The popular taste for Bnglish 
opera, as well as appreciation for the finer 
shades of vocal interpretation, has grown 
with gratifying rapidity of recent years. Itis 
not to much too believe that the day is close at 
hand when the American music-loving pub- 
lic will pay its highest tribute of money and 
favor to singers whose training, tastes and 
sympathies are all American, and who them- 
selves are to the manner born. 


Roses Three Dollars Each.

Only few Mabel 
Morrisons are infthe market. 

The “‘saucer system” is a simple method of 
propagating plants, and we will describe it, 
as it answers every purpose, andis the safest 
of all procedures in inexperienced hands. 
Common saucers or plates may be used to 
hold the sand in which the cnttings are placed. 
This sand is put in to the depth of an inch or 
so, and the cuttings inserted in it close enough 
to touch each other. The sand is then wa- 
tered until it becomes in the condition of 
mud and placed on the shelf of the green 
house or in the windowsill of the sitting 
room, fully exposed to the sun and never 
shaded. tone condition is essential to 
success: Until the cuttings become rooted 
the sand must be kept thoroughly saturated. 
If once permitted to dry up, exposed to the 
sun as they are, the cuttings will quickly wilt 
and the whole operation will be defeated. 
When the cuttings are rooted they should be 
potted in smaH pots and treated carefully b 
shading and watering as previously Sirected. 

Easter plants—those which will make 
beautiful the altar and decorate the windows 
of the residences along our chief thorough- 
fares—are beginningto appearin the roomy 
floral shops and are extremely handsome. 
Standard azalias, variegated and penciled in 
every conceivable way, are used almost a6 
much as lilies at this season, and are there- 
fore forced in great beauty. Heath, with its 
myriad tiny bells, is brought in, the plants 
being strong and symmetrical. For $1 0 a 
fine specimen can be purchased. IHydranga, 
glinting gold, pink and purple, then paling to 
ivory whrte, is one of the loveliest and most 
showy plants for the window. The feathery 
spirea japonica makes a rich display of white 
and is comparatively cheap for the effect it 
gives in decorating. Fora large center piece 
for the Easter dinner a pyramid with three 
eggs in the lower circle is among the new de- 
signs.

AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


A Two Hours’ Lounge in the President’s 
Private Office. 
Washington Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

I took a seat in the office of Mr. Brown, the 
private secretary to President Garfield, the 
other day, and there I remained for about 
two hours. It was interesting to watch the 
goings-on there. The halls, corridors and 
stairwavs cleardown tothe front door were 
crowded with people. With what eager eyes 
they watched ngressmen, newspaper cor- 
respondents and other disreputable persons 
who had the right of way to pass doorkeepers 
and messengers!. The appearance of all these 
watchers and waiters was rather dishearten- 
ing. Most of them were anxious-looking and 
many of them were needy beyond adoubt. I 
did not notice one who did not seem to have 
taken extra pains with his clothes and person 
that morning. Some there were 
whose clothes were good, but the 
majority were rather meagerly clad 
and some were absolutely shabby and ragged. 
There was not a well-dressed ventleman,with 
an air of prosperity about him, in the whole 
crowd. It wasindeed easy to see that they 
were all, with perhaps here and there an ex- 
ception, office-hunters, They scanned earn- 
estly every new face that cme om as though 
they expected some sudden assistance to 
come to them, and when they made up their 
minds thatthe newcomer was simply of the 
same class as themselves the tired look came 
over the faces of some, that anxious look over 
the faces of others, while others still bore a 
resentful expression, It was really rather a 
sad spectacie, for in all that crowd, number- 
ing, pone say, more than one hundred per- 
sons, there Was notan independent one among 
them—nodt one but whose life was full of 
troubles. Who else would wait all day in an 
ante-room, With certain disappointment at 
its close’ For ofailthosethus waiting and 
watching probably not one will get what he 
wants. Some will Gnally, after days of wait- 
ing, get a chance to say a word to the Presi- 
dent, who can do no morethan receive thair 
papers and promise to place them on file or 
refer them to the proper department. Others 
will get Weary with long waiting and go home 
to their anxious families with the same old 
look of disappointment on their faces and the 
same discouraging words on their lips. But 
in the great White House these office-seekers 
are not the only anxious and troubled ones. 
There is one person at leastinside whose bur- 
denis still greater, and yet he occupies the 
proud position to attain which is the ambi- 
tion of everv great man inthe land. His face 
bears more lines of anxiety than yours, my 
office-seeker, and you never saw the day you 
worked us hard as he works’ every 
miserable day of his life. Many a 
night, as he shuts the door of his chamber, he 
wishes he was back again in Congress, with 
his peace of mind secure and the good-will of 
his fellow-men beyond danger. No doubt he 
has felt sometimes that he would be willing 
to exchange places with one of these office- 
seekers waiting outside his door. The clerks, 
even, in the W hite House can scarcely be very 
happy, for they are men of sentiment and 
full of tender-heartedness and they would no 
doubt be glad to write the word ‘‘appoint’’ 
on each envelope that comes to them and 
sign the President’s initials to it. The door- 
keepers are about the only happy persons in 
the White House. They are treated with the 
utmost deference by the crowd, they get good 
pay and have no responsibility. 


Hunting for Kreuzers of 1873.

The pockets 
were emptied, and from among five hundred 
persons but three specimens could be obtained 
and the trick was done ata loss of barely 
more than two-pence out of pocket to the in- 
genious larker. Onthe following, as well as 
on the day next to it, the whole city wasina 
fever of excitement, and shopkeepers were 
bored to death for simall change, not only by 
customers, but by any passer-by, and the 
school voungsters obtained a half holiday to 
assistin driving the trading population al- 
most frantic in the chase for 1873 Kreuzers. 

The starter of this gigantic piece of merry- 
making at a whole good-natured population’s 
expense had drawn two friends in his confi- 
dence, and from a celebrated beer-house 
where the bumpers are of an unusual size 
they liquored the commissioners and started 
them over all quarters ofthe city in order to 
add more fuei to the general conflagration. 

However,an oid woman who had overheard 
the jokers, suddenly left the beer-shop and 
rushed screaming through the narrow lanes 
of the inner town until the police stopped 
her, and thus obtained the first cue which put 
them on the scent ofthis great local distur- 
bance, 

Fortunately forthe jokers they were not 
discovered, and the official interference soon 
cooled down the kreuzer-collecting fever. But 
had there been 1875 kreuzers enough in cir- 
culationtots spt a speculator, there is no 
shadow of a doubt thatthe huge lark would 
have made its way as a ‘‘job”’ into the Vienna 
Stock Exchange, which bas lately been at an 
exceedingly low ebb in stock dealings and 
jobbings. 


The Dead Letter Office. 
From a Wasbington Letter. 

A visit to the dead letter division is exceed- 
ingly interesting to strangers. Here all let- 
ters and packages that the department has 
failed to deliver, either for the reason that 
they were unclaimed, unmailable, misdirect- 
ed, or 7 which the postage is not paid, are 
returned “‘dead.”? Mail matter of this class 
originating in foreign countries included in 
the postal union is returned to the country of 
origin unopened. The remainder is opened 
and delivered in all cases where any clue to 
the identity of the writer can be discovered. 
Of the letters of this kind opened during the 
last fiscal year 23,400 were found to contain 
money to the . amount of $43,336 15. 
of which 19,305, containing $37,279 81, 
were afterward delivered; 21,311 contained 
drafts, checks, bills of exchange, etc., 
of the value of 31,520,216 65, of which 20,12), 
containing $1,454,587 44, were delivered; 34, - 
771 contained receipts, paid notes and can- 
celed obligations of all sorts; 30,957 contain- 
ed photographs; 68,749 contained postage, 
the most of which were delivered. Of tbe 
number of letters passing through the mails 
it appears that the department fails to deliv- 
er but one in Sie every 259, the success of 


our service infhis respect is very gratifying. 
From official statements it appears that Great 
Britain fail jo deliver one in every 216; 
France one th 250; Italy gne 4n 126, and Ger- 
many onein every 456; this last is, however, 
scarcely a fair comparison, as a very much 
larger proportion of registered matter passes 
through the German mails, the delivery of 
which is almost inevitable. Before the de- 
partment building became so crowded a room 
was set apart 28 a museum where strangers 
were shown a variety of unclaimed articles 
from bottied tarantulas to Blackstone’s com- 
mentaries. Now the articles are stowed 
away and every year or two disposed of at 
public auction.

LIFE IN CAIRO. 


The City of the Nile—The Khedive a Lit- 
tle Monarch for a Cent. 
Cairo Letter in the Worcester Spy. 

Everything in short which illustrates the 
oldest recorded life of the human race is to be 
seen here. The Khedive intrusted to’ Mariet- 
ta the exclusive right of conducting the exca- 
vations, and well has he done bis work. In 
the garden of the museum is his tomb, a sar- 
cophagus of polished granite, like those, 
which he exhumed from among the bones of 
ruined cities beneath the shifting sands of the 
desert and from the splendid tombsin the 
mountains along the Nile banks. This 
museum is certainly one of the most interest- 
ing places in Cairo, and the travel- 
er should not neglect to See it. 

From Boulak our course is along the Nile 
to the bridge called Kassel Nil; on our route 
are the naries of the cigy, where as much 
corn and wheat seems to be stored as in the 
time of Joseph’s great ‘‘corner’’ in grain. 
The bridge is a modern iron structure: atthe 
abutments stand two huge bronze lions; as 
we cross, the view up and down the river is 
most interesting. Afong the banks are moor- 
ed hundreds of boats, with their long curving 
yards standing out against the sky, forming a 
fringe along the banks like the bending leaves 
of the fleur de lis in our little streams at 
home. Here and there om the streams may 
be seen the large trading dahabeahs, which 
have floated down the stream from the Sou- 
dan, laden witb elephant tusks, honey, and 
products of the interior of Africa. 

We see also closeto the banks many grace- 
ful dahebeahs, with the tapering yards and 
snowy sails; and atthe peak of one, that in 
which we were to make the Nile voyage, 

roudly floats the stars and stripes, more 
yeautiful than all else in our eyes. 

The Nile always presents a busy scene, but 
particularly so whentbe draw-bridge is open, 
and the crowds of boats before afair breeze 
go flying up the river. Beyond the bridge is 
a fine roadrunning out to one of the Khe- 
dive’s palaces, and beyond tothe pyramids, 
which are visible from almost any point in 
Cairo; we rest for a moment under the shade 
efthe aecacia trees, to look back on the city 
surmounted by its minarets,and above all, 
the citadel, overlooking and guarding the 
busy town. 

Again in the afternoon we take a carriage 
and drive outtothe Shubra road, where all 
that is fine and fashionabie in Cairene society 
is to be seen taking the air. Preceded by two 
steeds, Who run very swiftly and seemingly 
without fatigue, we join the line of carriages, 
and, crossing the railroad, reach the suburbs 
and drive up and down under the splendid 
trees, watching with great interest the gay 
scene around us. First of all, the horses are 
almostinvariably very pretty and spirited, the 
cerriages such as one sees in any European 
city. The women from the harems are ail in 
coups, and of course closely veiled. 

At last we stop with others, at the side of 
the road to await the arrival of the Khedive, 
whois on exhibition here every afternoon. 
He-comes preceded and followed by a guard 
of cavalry, without which his valuable life 
would not be safe. As might be expected, he 
looks the dull man that he is, and the puppet 
of the European Powers. Yet the foolish 
natives prostrate themselves as he passes. 
This inspiring spectacle being over, we hasten 
to drive to the citadel in order to see the sun- 
set. As the magnificent golden haze is 
spreading over the western sky we enter the 
court yard of the fortress, and, walking 
around the en of Mahomet Ali, we look 
off over the ci neath-us, with its confused 
mass of buildings and its crowded, narrow 
streets, from which the hum of voices and the 
noise of vehicles justreaches ourears. The 
minarets of the city are gilded by the fading 
night; and as we look around, the Nile 
seems like a band of silver winding north- 
ward through the green plains. As the sun 
sinks, the pyramids appear almost iridescent 
in the wonderful light; then the darkness ba- 
gins to steal in from the desert, gradually 
taking possession of all below us, and the 
pyramids scem to fade again into the gloom 
of the past. 

Through the dark and comparatively quiet 
streets we return toward our hotei, but stop 
at the garden of the Esbekiah. There at a cafe 
we take coffee and listen to an excelient mili- 
tary band playing airs from familiar operas; 
aroumd us on every side are gaily dressed 
Europeans; the waiters speak French, and 
there is nothing to remind us that we are in 
the East. We merely think that the ‘‘wish- 
ing carpet” of Prince Ahmed is a reality, and 
that in an instant we have been transported 
tu the gay capital of the French. 


A Brace of Famous Dueling Pistols. 
Correspondence Philade!phia Press. 

Calling upon an ex-Democratic member of 
Congress from Louisiava a few days ago he 
showed me the handsomest pair of dueling 
pistols I have ever seen. ‘They were made by 
Purdy, of London. The barrels are of the 
finest Damascus, the locks of the choicest 
tempered steel, and the handle of polished 
rosewood. The pistols were so imade that 
they could be loaded either from the muzzle 
or the breach, according to the stipulations of 
the combatants. The triggers «are so adjust- 
ed that the slightest touch wiil fire the weap- 
on. The owner of these pistols is an expert 
shot, and some ideaof the accuracy of the 
arms can be formed when it is stated that he 
has shot birds onthe wing with them at a 
distance of « hundred yards. These pistols 
have been in request on more than one 
occasion during the past ten years. The 
last time they were applied for was prior to 
the scene which occurred in the Senate he- 
tween Senators Conkling and Lamar.

Reading (Pa.) Special to Chicago Times. 

A sensation has been created in the city to- 
day by the arrest of three well-known citi- 
zems charged wilh having committed a mur- 
der fifteen years ago, the circumstances of 
which have just been made public. 
namesof the accused are George Gottschall 
Samuel Butterweck and Wiliam Eyler. They 
were taken into custody at a late hour last 
night by Officers Sheeler, Mannerbach, and 
Gross of this city. Gottschall, fifteen years 
ago, was the proprietor of a resorton Cedar 
street in this city known as Buck Hall, which, 
during the war, wis frequented by soldiers 
passing through Reading. It was in this 

lace that David Good, a volunteer, is said to 

ave met the defendants in the month of Oc- 
tober, 1865, and to have got into an altercation 
with them and acertain John Tomfy, still at 
large, Whose present residence is unknown. 
Goed was badly beaten and the next morn- 
ing his dead body was found at a lime kiln in 
the southern section of the city, about 
a mule from the scene of the 
previous night’s affray. A coroner ren- 
dered a verdict that death had been caused 
through suffocation by the poisonous fumes 
rising from the kiln. The public was satis- 
fied with the verdict, and the matter rested 
quietly until a confession was made on yes- 


.terday by Gottsehall’s wife, who is on a sick 


bed and believed to be at the point of death. 
She charges that Good, on the night im ques- 
tion, was kicked and beaten in her husband’s 
saloon until life was extinct, and that the 
body was putinto a bag and carried to the 
place where it was discovered. Another wit- 
ness is said to have seen four men carrying a 
suspicious-looking bundle at a late hour of 
the night, and to bave noted them to return 
soon afterward without anything. The con- 
d4ession of Mrs. Gottschal! has recalled the fact 
that there were marks on Good’s face and the 
heels of his shoes, as though he had been 
dragged. There were also several holes in his 
head, which were ascribed at that time, by the 
Coroner’s jury, to having ‘been caused by 
having fallen upon the lime-stone rocks inthe 
vicimity of the kiln. Upon the strength of the 


‘confession, Joseph Good, a brother of the 


deceased, lodged intormation against the de- 
fendants before Ald. Maxton, who issued the 
warrants and caused their arrest. Gottschall 
and Butterweck, who recently embraced re- 
ligion, were apprehended in church, creating 
yreat excitement. 

Butterweck is said to have made a confes- 
sion while conscience-striken and this, com- 
ing to the ears of Gottschal!l’s wife, worried 
her to such an extent that in the delicate con- 
dition of her health and with death staring 
ber inthe face she resolved totell all she 
knew. Herstatement is saidto bein the 
hands of the district attorney, who has sup- 
pressed its publication until it can be pre- 
sented tothe court. The three defendants 
are each about 50 years ofage. Good, atthe 
time of his death, was some 4) vears old. The 
prisoners immediately sent for counsel, but 
the distmct attorney refused to have them ad- 
mitted to bail until habeas corpus proceed- 
ings could be instituted. The position oc- 
cupied by the accused in the community, all 
of them being prominent chwrceh officers, has 
intensified the excitement. Good, the man 
alleged to have been murdered, served faith- 
fully through the war. He was addicted to 
drinking, but ~was not of quarrelsome dis< 
position. The defendants who are charged 
with having caused his death were his inti- 
mate associates and companions. The build- 
ingin which the murder is located is still 
standing. Itisa two-story brick structure 
and is now used as a private dwelling. But- 
terweck, and Eyler,who occupy the same cell, 
are deeply penitent, and realize fully the 
dreadful position in which they have been 
piaced. 


Hottest Place in the World. 
From the New York Times. 

A singular phenomenon is repotted from 
Aden. A beavy shower of rain has actually 
fallen there, and the Arabs and other inhavpit- 
ants feel at a loss toaccountforit. Such 
was the effect of the down pour that the air 
afterward became so cool that Europeans 
could tolerate a light overcoat, and Arabs 
and Abyssinnians their cotton cloth, without 
feeling in the least discommoded. This is 
truly a wonderful state of matters for Aden, 
which 1s the only station the British possess 
on the coast of Arabia. It bas the unenvia- 
ble reputation of being the hottest place in 
the world. Situated atthe southern bend of 
the Red Sea, not far from that celebrated 
Babel-el-Mandeb, or Gate of ‘Tears, which 
the Arabian and Indian navigators at one 
time never entered without believing 
that in all probability they would 
never survive’ either the shoals or 
calm, stifling heat of the Red Sea, 
Aden is built atthe foot of a bare-voleanic 
rock, and is not much oftener visited by a re- 
freshing breeze thanitis bv rain. ritish 
soldiers whose lot has cast them upon that 
bleak spot of earth tell wicked stowies about 
it. One i6 that an Irishman died “from 
drink, then said the climate killed him.” 
When he had been baried ior a time he reap- 
peared as a ghost at the bedside of a former 
comrade, and beseeched that he might be 
given his great-coat, “because after Aden hel!

These tanks—three 
in number—are situated in ai corner 
for med by the junction of hi h \ oleanic rocks, 
end are connected by vradually descending 
flights of Titanic steps. They have never 
been half-filled within the memory of man, 
and this has made certain philosophers opine 
that the seasonsin the Red Sea must have 
changed within the last 2,000 vears. as Moses 
would never be 80 foolish as to build eolossal 
stone reservoirs if he knew there never would 
be rain enough to fillthem. Previous to the 
construction of the Suez Canal, Aden used to 
he Visited by light showers nhbout onee every 
three years. These showers have become 
more and more frequent, and now they ap- 
pearto have culminated in the downpour 
Which bas caused so much Surprise. Old 
navigators of the Red Sea are confident that 
this seasonal change is due to the Suez Canal. 
and perhaps their theory is correct that the 
new water connection between the Mediter- 
ranean and the ancient Ervythean causes rain- 
clouds to travel from Eastern Europe until 
they are broken by the hights of Aden and 
descend in the form of rain.

The Circuit Court somewhat favored the 
defense of contributory negligence setup by 
the railroad company and sustained a de- 
murrer to the evidence.

England since OLIVER CROM ELL toppled 
over the throne and seated himself upon the 
debris of royalty. Seventy-six years ago 
BENJAMIN DISRAELI was born, the son ofa 
shallow Jitterateur whom it was the fashion to 
admire, and much of the father’s character 
descended to the boy. His life has been es- 
sentially a theatrical one and in this century 
it was an anachronism; he should have lived 
in Florence or Milan in the middle 
ages when politics were gorgeous and 
full of splendid effects. He transferred the 
spirit of Eastern polity into England, where 
it flourished like an exotic foratime to wither 
away beneath the sober second thought of the 
people. The whole character of DISRAELI Was 
a singular one. He was possessed of greatam- 
bitions and indomitable energy. While in one 
direction he was aman of colossal brains, in 
others he was certainlv meretricious. He was 
a politician rather than a statesman and all of 
his successes Were personal ones; even the. 
crowning effort of his life,the treaty of Berlin, 
illustrates this fact. It was abit of inter- 
national stupidity, a house -of cards which 
tumbled to pieces almost as soon as it was 
built, but BEACONSFIELD broguht home peace 
with honor from the German Capital, and so 
inflamed the Jingo enthusiasm that the only 
wonder is that he was not made a Duke. 
The episode is characteristic ofthe man. He, 
from obscure beginnings and despite his 
origin in a banned blood, rose to be an Eng- 
lish Earl, an English Premier,a Knight of 
the Garter. But who can point out anything 
that England has gained through him? No 
colonies have been planted abroad; the eon- 
dition of the people at home has not been 
ameliorated. Nothing, absolutely nothing, 
has he accomplished cither for his country or 
his party. No one was benefitted by him but 
himself. To makethis point the clearer one 
has but to lcok on the career of his great 
rival,GLADSTONE who remains a simple com- 
moner, but who has elevated the people of 
Great Britiinin the scale of manhood and 
civilization by his work—who has built his 
monument of such enduring brass as the 
disestablishment of the Irish Church. It is 
not, of course, fair to demand Radicalism of 
a Conservative, and herein this comparison 
between the two men fails to do more than il- 
lustrate the difference. BEACONSFIELD 
prided himself on ‘his foreign policy, on the 
exercise of British influence on the Conti- 
nent, on his delicate manipulation of inter- 
national affairs. Here in America we are apt 
toask what business England or any other 
belligerent nation has fighting the battles 
of other peoples’. or legislating for 
them? The purchase of the Suez 
Canal for instance, BEACONSFIELD’s pet ex- 
ploit, strikes the Western mind as a blunder, 
even though it bulwarks the route to India. 
England has no heaven-given mission to rule 
the world or the wave, despite the British hal- 
lucination to that effect, and the dependencies 
of the crown are like dependants of every 
other class, costly to the upholder and not 
beneficial to themselves. Perhaps much of 
this national failure in BEACONSFIELD’s 
monumental personal success was due to his 
Tory affiliations. He would have given to the 
world some theatrical Radicalism had he not 
found it impossible to enter public life ex- 
cept as a Conservative. He has gone at last 
from the arena where he triumphed so often, 
and on his quiet resting place among the dead 
heroes may well be written the epitaph, “Here 
lies one of Englund’s greatest sons.” His 
literature was better than his statesmanship, 
perhaps, and yet both DICKEN’s and TIHACK- 
ERAY will be fresh on the library shelves 
when his stately, stilted romances are 
covered with dust.

THE EXPORTERS’ LITTLE GAME. 


How They Played It Upon the Sellers of 
Cash Wheat. 

The European exporters played it pretty 
fine on the boys yesterday, and succeeded 
well inthe object aimed for—breaking the 
cash market down. At the regular noon eal] 
yesterday these exporters, who have been the 
chief buyers -ud shippers of the market for a 
couple of mvaths past, pulled out almost 
unanimously and refused to purchase any 
more, claiming that prices were too high for 
them to use the grain. In consequence No. 2 
red wheat. went begging at a large 
decline, the drop in _ prices being 
also precipitated by the fact 
that one of the leading exporters was selling 
the cash wheat freely and offering whole 
**jogs” and *‘blocks” at low down figures. 
The sellers of wheat did not tumble to the 
racket, but devoutly believing that the export 
demand had ceased shouted themselves hoarse 
in their anxious efforts to dispose of their 
Wheat. In consequence No. 2 red wheat went 
down to $1 07%s, which was a heavy decline 
from previous ruling rates. But wheat seems 
to be too good a thing to hold down long. 
To-day when the «all opened the market for 
futures was strong and higher and it was sup- 
posed that cash would also be better, but the 
majority of sellers did not look for much of 
an adyance, as they still thought 
exporters would not purchase. Great was 
their surprise, however, when a couple of the 
heaviest exporters caine in and bought,buying 
freely, too, at %e advance upon yesterday’s 
close. They camé to the conclusion then that 
the export demand had not ceased. But they 
did not know, that is the majority of these 
dealers, that May was bought u quietly yes- 
terday at the reduced rates, and, so it is said 
bought for export, too. The price was kept 
down on callbyasharp dodge of the buyers 
that was not caught onto by the sellers until 
it Was too late.

Defrauding Uncle Sam. 

The Post Office special service developed a 
case of crooked stamps to-day.

Carlyle andthe New Eugland Girl. 
Henry James in the Atlantic. 

I recall the uproarious mirth with which he 
and Mrs. Carlvle used to recount the inci- 
dents of a visit thev had received from a young 
New England woman, and describe the earn- 
est, devout homage hercredulous sou! had 
rendered him. It was her first visit abroad, 
and she supposed—poor thing !—that these 
famous European writers and talkers, who so 
dominated her fancy at a distance, really 
meant all they said, were as innocent and 
lovely in their lives as in their books; andshe 
no sooner crossed Carlvle’s threshold, aceord- 
ingly, than her heart offerea its fragrance to 
him as liberally as the flower opens to the 
sun. And Carlyle, the inveterate comedian. 
instead of being humbled to the dust by the 
revelation which such simplicity suddenly 
flashed upon his own eyes of his essentially 
dramatic genius and exploits, was irritated, 
vexed and outraged by it as by acovertinsult. 

His own undevout soul had never risen to 
the contemplation of himself as the priest of a 
really infinite sanetity, andwhen this clear- 
eved barbarian, looking past him tothe sub- 
stance which informed him, made him feel 
himself for the moment the transparent mask 
or unconscious actor he was, his self-con- 
sciousness took the alarm. She sat, the 
breathless, silly little maid, between him and 
Mrs. Carlyle, holding a hand of each, and 
feelingthe while her anticipations of Para- 
dise on earth so met inthis foolish encounter 
thatshe could not speak, but barely looked 
the pious raptnre which filled her soul.

WINTER WHEAT. 


Numerous Discouraging Reports Ar- 
riving—Damage Serious and Wide- 
spread. 

Reports from the country relative to the 
present condition of the winter wheat crop 
are growing worse and worse, and instead of 
an improvement inthe grain from the fair 
weather of about a week past; as a great many 
thought there woul@ be, this seasonable 
weather only developed the fact that the 
wheat is injured more seriously than was at 
first supposed even by the most sanguine 
bull. A commission firm of this citv that sent 
out inquiries to Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas the latter part of last 


week are now receiving their answers, and in : 
nearly every case they are extremely dis- | 
damage in | 


couraging, reporting serious 
nearly every section and total ruin in some, 
These damage reports are also said tobe 
pouring into Chicago, which accounts for the 
way that market has been so strong and ad- 
vanced in the past couple of days, the grain 
speculators there having become greatly 
alarmed and bulling the market furiously in 
consequence. It is also reported tnat Toledo 
bas received full and late returns from Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin which are of the same ten- 
oras those now coming in here, giving the 
damage to the crop as heavy and wide 
spread. The prediction is now freely made 
that the West will not raise half a crop 
of winter wheat, and thatthe quality of the 
vield will be generally inferior. In the spring 
wheat section seeding has commenced, but 
the season is acknowledged to be fully a 
month behind hand, and fears are conse- 
quently entertained that the spring wheat 
crop will not be near as full as usual on this 
account. Owing to the backwardness of the 
season in the Northwest, a great many of the 
farmers have put their wheat land into oats. 
It bas been generally supposed that Ohio and 
Indiana would raise a full crop of wheat, but 
late returns from those States would indicate 
that their crop isin worse shape even than 
that of Missouri, as bad as this State’s crop is 
said to be.

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BEACONSFIELD. 


Sketch of the Great English States- 
man’s Wonderful Career. 

At 5 o’clock this morning the Ear] of Bea- 
consfield died at the age of 76. He was better 
known by his earlier name of Benjamin Dis- 
raeli. He was born in London, Dec. 21, 18J0. 
His family was of Jewish extraction and 
traced their lineage back through a lon: line 
of Vemetian bankers who had fled to Italy to 
avoid the horrors of the Spanish mquisition. 
His father, Isaac Disraeli, made aname in the 
world of authors as a sort of literary 
diletante, but the son outshown 
the sire. His career has been one long 
record of good fortune, of opportunities im- 
proved, and ef well won success, a parallel to 
which cannot be foundin the century. He 
began life with all the conditions against him, 
and he conquered the greatest success which 
any Englishman has ever achieved. His first 
work was purely literary. In 1826 Vivian 
Gray was issued, in 1830%he Young Duke, in 
1832 Coutarine Fleming, and in the same year 
Henrietta Temple. All of these novels 
evidenced great literary ability and introduc- 
ed the young author into political life. He 
was defeated as a Radical in 1831, but having 
changed his politics to Toryism he was se- 
lected from the borough of Taunton, 1835. 
It is quite probable that he was not very se- 
rioustly affected with any political principles 
at that time, but his natural affiliations were 
with Torvism, He was unknown compara- 
tively and obscure,and was the owner of # gor- 
ceous barbaric imagination several centurfes 
behind the age he lived in and hence this 
junction with the Tory party is very easily 
understood. Ilis maiden speech in Parlia- 
mentisa historic failure, and the remark 
with which he conceded that failure: “I 


| shall sit down now, but the time will come 


when you will hear me,” is also as historic as 
it was prophetic. About 1842 he became the 
leader of the‘ Young England’’party,aboutthe 
only platform of which was bitter opposition 
to Sir Robert Peel. In 1844 he wrote Con- 
ingsby. In 1846 he was elected to Parliament 
from Buckinghamshire. In 1848 he succeeded 
Lord G. Beutinck as leader of the Protection- 
ist party, and became Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer under Lord Derby in 1852. His life 
from that time up to 1866 contains nothing 
particularly remarkable except that in 1858 he 
was again Chancellor of the Exchequer under 
the Derby-Disraeli ministry. In 1866, how- 
ever, he Was an important factor in the de- 
feat of the electoral reform bill of Gladstone 
and Russell,subsequently becoming leader of 
the House of Commons, subsequently inel868 
becoming Prime Minister, only to be forced 
into retirement by the passage of Gladstone’s 
bill disestablisbing the Irish Church. 
He was offered a seat in the 
House of Lords, which he declined, but his 
wife was made Viscountess Beaconstield in 
November, 1868. In 1874 he became Prime 
Minister again upon the triumph of the Tory 
party, when the coalition of the brewers and 
the “ey defeated Mr. Gladstone. The 
treaty of Berlin was his work, the master- 
piece of his life, as he himself regard- 
ed it, and his historic phrase 
of bringing back peace with honor was the 
mental pabulum of the English people for 
several months. He was raised to the peer- 
age shortly before the signing of that treaty, 
and it Was supposed that he was to be made 
a Duke. So strong was this supposition that 
an English princess at Berlin sent him a bou- 
quet ef strawberry leaves, the _ in- 
signia fof the ducal coronet. He 
was made alsoa Knight of the Garter and 
every honor which the English queen could 
shower upon her faithful servant was yviven 
to him. 

The people however, did not coincide with 
the sovereign in their estimate of Beacons- 
field’s merit, and at the-general election in 
1880 he was once more relegated to private 
life. Since then he has published Enaymion 
a book which has the unique merit of being 
the most unsatisfactory volume ever printed 
from an English press.

Therefore I respectful- 
lv decline to send you any proposal whatever.
